^^^HE  DENTAL  COLLEGE  was  founded  and  is 
m  6j  maintained  for  the  purpose  of  preparing  young 
^^^^  men  and  young  women  in  the  most  thorough 
manner  for  the  practice  of  dentistry,  and  for  the 
promotion  of  dental  science  and  dental  literature. 

The  Central  University,  appreciating  her  responsi- 
bility as  an  educator,  has  prepared  to  meet  the  advanced 
requirements.  The  scientific  subjects  are  extended,  and 
improved  equipment  added.  The  practice  of  dentistry — 
its  clinical  applications — now  receive  attention  in  a  very 
much  broader  sense;  objective  teaching  by  the  heads  of  the 
departments   is   a  special  feature. 

The  Faculty  feel  justified,  by  the  brilliant  record  this 
institution  has  made  in  the  last  third  of  a  century,  in  com- 
mending this  college  to  young  men  wishing  to  enter  the 
profession. 

Dentistry  has  experienced  in  the  last  twenty-five 
years,  and  especially  within  the  last  five,  a  most  marvelous 
transformation.  Now  the  most  intelligent  and  refined 
recognize  that  the  modern  dentist  is  a  scientist,  an  expert 
diagnostician  in  his  special  field,  a  skilled  specialist  in 
oral  diseases,  and  one  whose  services  are  essential  to  the 
health  and  well-being  of  the  people.  No  longer  is  dentis- 
try confined  to  the  consideration  of  the  teeth  alone,  their 
preservation  or  substitution.  Modern  dentistry  is  much 
broader  in  its  practice  and  more  far-reaching  in  its  effects 
than  that.  It  is  now  recognized  that  the  health  of  the 
entire  physical  economy  may  be  profoundly  influenced  by 
the  condition  of  the  oral  cavity.  It  is  the  province  of  the 
dentist  of  to-day  not  only  to  treat  the  teeth  and  diseased 
conditions  so  prevalent  in  the  human  mouth  but  by  an 
intelligent  application  of  oral  hygiene  to  preserve  the 
teeth  and  prevent  disease,  not  of  the  mouth  alone,  but  of 
the  whole  body. 

Prevention  is  the  latest  word  in  dentistry,  as  it  is 
also  in  medicine,  and  oral  hygiene  or  preventive  dentistry 
is  sweeping,  like  a  great  wave,  over  all  the  civilized  world. 
As  a  consequence  of  the  awakening  of  the  people  to  the 
vital  importance  of  the  proper  care  of  their  teeth  and 
mouths,  to  their  general  health,  the  demand  for  educated 
and  skilled  dentists  has  enormously  increased. 
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The  Dental  Department  of  the  Central  University  is 
abundantly  prepared  to  meet  the  demands  of  the  rapid 
evolution  in  dental  education,  both  in  the  biologic  and 
science  departments,  and  in  their  practical  application  in 
the  prevention  and  cure  of  disease. 

The  equipment  of  the  many  laboratories  and  of  the 
practical  department  is  such  as  to  meet  the  most  searching 
demands  in  every  state,  and  the  school  is  in  every  way 
conforming  to  the  methods  of,  and  has  equal  requirements 
to  the  dental  departments  of  all  the  best  universities. 

The  great  clinic,  to  which  students  have  access 
throughout  the  year,  gives  ample  opportunity  to  witness 
the  application  and  therapeutic  effects  of  drugs,  and  to 
obtain  clinical  practice. 

The  central  location  of  the  school  and  its  convenient 
access  from  every  point  affords  many  and  peculiar  advan- 
tages to  its  students.  It  gives  them  the  widest  possible 
range  of  choice  of  residence  while  attending  the  school, 
without  inconvenience  in  coming  and  going.  It  also 
gives  the  school  the  widest  range  of  territory  from 
which  to  draw  the  extensive  clinic  so  necessary  to  a  great 
dental  school.  The  patients  for  this  clinic  come  from  all 
parts  of  the  city  and  its  suburbs.  The  personal  influence 
of  the  students  of  the  school,  each  one  of  whom  draws 
from  his  own  friends  and  acquaintances,  made  in  and 
about  his  place  of  residence,  is  an  invaluable  adjunct  to  the 
number  who  come  simply  as  acquaintances  of  the  school. 
Patients  who  come  as  the  friends  of  students  make  up  the 
personal  clinical  practice  of  the  individual  student. 

In  this  the  out-of-town  students  seem  to  be  in  no 
respect  less  favored  than  the  student  whose  home  is  in  the 
city.  This  gaining  and  holding  a  personal  clinical  practice 
under  the  supervision  of  the  instructors  in  the  clinic  rooms 
has  come  to  be  one  of  the  features  of  this  school  that  has  a 
telling  effect  upon  the  after-practice  of  its  students. 

Louisville  is  a  great  city  and  gives  many  opportunities 
to  the  student  who  learns  to  avail  himself  of  them. 
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Outlook 

The  opportunities  offered  by  the  dental  profession 
appeal  to  ambitious  young  men  in  a  large  way  at  the 
present  time  and  are  opening  up  new  fields  for  the  future. 

The  degree  of  Doctor  of  Dental  Surgery  expresses 
scholarly  attainments  and  a  scientific  training.  The  world 
appreciates  to  a  large  degree  the  great  importance  of 
scientific  dentistry  and  its  relation  to  the  conservation  of 
public  health.  In  scientific  attainments  the  profession  of 
dentistry  has  kept  apace  with  the  other  learned  profes- 
sions, and  so  much  has  been  accomplished  within  the  last 
few  years  that  the  conclusions  are  reached  that  our  possi- 
bilities are  only  beginning  to  be  realized,  and  that  the 
future  holds  wonderful  opportunities  in  store  for  the  young 
men  capable  of  constructive,  intelligent  work,  who  have  an 
analytical  mind  capable  of  taking  up  and  carrying  forward 
research  work,  seeking  for  causes,  remedies  and  advanced 
professional  principles. 

These  new  opportunities  and  new  obligations  have 
made  it  necessary  for  the  leading  dental  colleges  to  ad- 
vance the  course  to  four  years — to  add  some  four  subjects 
to  the  curriculum  and  to  offer  more  elaborate  courses  in 
many  of  the  other  scientific  departments. 

The  United  States,  even  before  the  war  was  declared, 
was  unable  to  supply  the  demand  for  dental  service. 
The  conditions  in  civilian  practice  and  on  the  battlefield 
and  in  the  trenches  of  Europe,  have  demonstrated  more 
forcibly  than  ever  before  the  urgent  need  of  the  dentist, 
and  has  created  a  demand  which  the  colleges  can  not  even 
hope  to  meet  for  many  years. 

Young  men  who  really  desire  to  be  of  service  to 
humanity  and  at  the  same  time  receive  remuneration  in 
keeping  with  the  great  service  they  are  rendering,  should 
not  hesitate  to  enter  into  the  study  of  dentistry. 

Your  dental  education  should  be  obtained  at  an 
institution  of  the  highest  standing,  thorough  in  its  in- 
structions and  complete  in  its  equipment.

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General  Information 
ADMISSION 

A  candidate  may  be  admitted  to  this  college  without 
examination  (1)  upon  presenting  a  diploma  from  a 
recognized  high  school  or  academy  having  a  four-year 
course  beyond  the  elementary  school  or  an  equivalent 
certificate;  or  (2)  upon  presentation  of  a  clear  certificate 
of  admission  to  the  Liberal  Arts  department  of  an 
accredited  college  or  university;  or  (3)  upon  the  pres- 
entation of  a  clear  certificate  showing  equivalent  credits 
from  the  Department  of  Education  of  the  State. 

All  dental  students  are  required  to  secure  an  entrance 
certificate  from  the  Department  of  Education  of  the 
State  of  Kentucky,     The  fee  is  five  dollars. 

For  information  regarding  any  question  in  connection 
with  the  college,  address  the  College  of  Dentistry,  Louis- 
ville, Kentucky,  Office  of  Registrar. 

CREDIT 

A  student  is  admitted  to  the  second,  third  or  fourth 
year,  respectively,  who  presents  a  certificate  from  a 
recognized  dental  college  showing  that  the  required 
courses  for  each  year  have  been  successfully  completed. 
Each  student  must  also  furnish  evidence  that  he  has  a 
high  school  education. 

Students  who  present  credentials  from  reputable 
medical  colleges  may  receive  credit  for  work  done  in  those 
subjects  which  appear  upon  the  dental  curriculum, 
provided  that  the  time  spent  and  subject  matter  covered 
is  satisfactory  to  the  college.  Four  years'  work  in  a 
dental  college  is  required  to  receive  the  degree  of  Doctor 
of  Dental  Surgery. 

PROMOTION 

The  regular  promotion  from  one  class  to  another  will 
be  made  by  the  Committee  on  Matriculation  and  Promo- 
tion, after  the  examinations  at  the  close  of  the  term,  and 
each  student  will  be  notified  of  his  standing  in  writing. 
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The  promotion  of  students  will  be  based  upon  the  follow- 
ing rules : 

1.  Students  who  have  made  grades  of  85  per  cent  in 
attendance  and  grades  of  80  per  cent  or  better  in  every 
subject  in  the  curriculum  of  the  class  in  which  they  are  en- 
rolled, shall  be  promoted  without  conditions. 

2.  Students  who  have  made  grades  of  85  per  cent  in 
attendance  and  grades  of  80  per  cent  or  better  in  all 
subjects  of  the  course,  except  two  major  or  four  minor 
subjects,  or  equivalent,  shall  be  given  an  opportunity  to 
remove  these  conditions,  by  taking  examinations  com- 
mencing October  the  first  of  the  subsequent  session.  If 
these  examinations  are  satisfactory,  a  certificate  of  pro- 
motion will  then  be  issued. 

3.  Students  who  have  not  attained  the  grades  above 
mentioned,  will  be  required  to  repeat  the  entire  year,  in 
time  and  subjects. 


REQUIREMENTS  FOR  DEGREE 

The  degree  of  Doctor  of  Dental  Surgery  is  conferred 
by  the  University  upon  students  recommended  therefor  by 
the  Faculty  of  the  College  of  Dentistry.  Candidates  are 
recommended  who  have  attended  the  required  courses  of 
lectures,  who  have  passed  satisfactorily  all  required  ex- 
aminations in  the  subjects  of  study,  the  entire  last  year 
having  been  completed  in  this  school;  who  have  com- 
pleted the  required  clinical  and  laboratory  work;  who  in 
the  judgment  of  the  Faculty  are  of  fit  moral  character  and 
are  21  years  of  age;  and  who  have  discharged  in  full  all 
financial  obligations  incident  to  their  college  course. 


RECOGNITION 

This  college  has  been  a  member  of  the  National 
Association  of  Dental  Faculties  since  its  organization. 
It  is  recognized  by  the  National  Association  of  Dental 
Examiners  and  the  Dental  Educational  Council  of 
America,  and  also  has  membership  in  the  National  Insti- 
tute of  Dental  Teachers. 
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General  Regulations 

Students  must  matriculate  before  they  can  be  con- 
sidered students  of  the  school. 

Seats,  laboratory,  infirmary,  and  all  other  privileges 
are  assigned  in  order  of  matriculation. 

The  college  will  not  be  responsible  for  property  left 
in  lockers  or  in  any  of  the  different  rooms  of  the  building. 

Each  or  the  whole  class  will  be  held  accountable  for 
willful  or  reckless  injury  to  the  college  property  when  it  is 
impossible  to  determine  individual  responsibility. 

Each  student,  by  entering  the  college  and  being  ac- 
cepted, agrees  to  comply  with  the  rules  of  the  institution, 
including  announcements  in  the  catalogues  and  rules  and 
regulations  of  the  National  Association  of  Dental  Facul- 
ties and  those  made  from  time  to  time  by  the  Faculty,  and 
also  agrees  to  accept  any  discipline  of  the  Faculty  or  its 
officers. 

The  Faculty  reserves  the  right  to  modify  or  add  to 
the  rules  of  the  college  at  any  time. 

The  fees  established  for  the  college  year: 

Matriculation  fee  of  five  dollars  is  payable  each  year. 

Annual  tuition  fee  of  one  hundred  and  ninety  dollars. 

All  fees  are  due  upon  entrance  and  must  be  paid 
before  October  the  twentieth.  If,  on  account  of  unusual 
conditions,  this  is  impossible,  there  will  be  an  additional 
charge  of  ten  dollars.  No  student  will  be  admitted  to 
classes  until  all  fees  that  are  due  shall  have  been  paid. 
No  exceptions  will  be  made  and  students  should  come 
prepared.  Fees  once  paid  will  not  under  any  circum- 
stances be  returned. 

In  case  course  has  to  be  repeated  regular  tuition  will 
be  charged. 

The  usual  laboratory,  clinical,  and  dissecting  fees  will 
be  charged  in  accordance  with  each  student's  require- 
ments. 

The  final  fee  for  Seniors  is  twenty-five  dollars,  an 
extra  part  of  tuition. 

Each  student  will  find  it  necessary  to  use  a  little  over 
three  hundred  dollars  per  session  for  matriculation,  tuition, 
books  and  equipment.  The  books  and  instruments  are 
necessary  in  college  and  form  an  important  part  of  the 
equipment  for  after-practice.  This  part  of  the  school 
expense  might  afterwards  be  charged  to  office  equipment. 
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Payments  should  be  made  in  money  order,  currency, 
or  in  Louisville  or  Eastern  exchange,  drawn  to  the  order 
of  the  College  of  Dentistry. 

In  cases  where  the  tuition  is  paid  by  the  parents, 
check  for  same  should  be  mailed  direct  to  the  college, 
thereby  simplifying  the  transaction. 

Ten  calendar  days'  grace  shall  be  permitted  students 
within  which  to  enter  after  commencement  of  session.  In 
case  of  illness  attested  by  a  physician's  certificate  ail 
additional  ten  days  is  allowed. 

Each  student  will  be  required  to  have  the  text  books 
and  instruments  used  in  his  class  work.  These  books  and 
instruments  may  be  purchased  in  the  college  building  to 
the  advantage,  as  well  as  the  convenience,  of  the  student. 

Written  and  oral  examinations  are  required  of  all 
students  during  each  session  on  all  studies  of  their  re- 
spective years.  Mid-term  and  final  examinations  will  be 
held  in  all  studies  taught  in  college.  Other  examinations 
at  regular  intervals.  There  will  be  a  charge  of  five  dollars 
for  each  special  or  conditional  examination. 

Regular  session  each  year  begins  last  Monday  in 
September  and  closes  second  Thursday  in  June. 

Students  desiring  to  matriculate  are  advised  to  send 
diplomas  or  credits  for  advanced  standing,  literary  or 
otherwise,  direct  to  the  college.  The  candidate  will  be 
required  to  submit  to  the  college  satisfactory  evidence  of 
good  moral  character. 

Students  are  urged  to  take  up  this  question  by  mail 
as  early  in  the  summer  as  possible,  since  the  college  can 
be  of  great  service  in  systematizing  and  assisting  you  to 
know  what  is  needed. 

CLINIC 

The  operative,  prosthetic,  surgical,  and  orthodontia 
clinic  is  open  from  10:00  a.  m.  to  5:30  p.  m.  each  week  day 
during  the  year. 

In  Louisville,  with  the  neighboring  cities  across  the 
Ohio  River,  together  with  the  numerous  charitable  in- 
stitutions and  large  manufactories  located  in  the  city, 
there  is  no  lack  of  material  for  clinics.  This  college  has 
been  famed  for  years  for  the  excellence  of  the  clinic. 
Senior  and  Junior  students  operate  in  the  clinic  room 
every  day  throughout  their  respective  sessions.     There  is 
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at  all  times  an  abundant  supply  of  patients.  It  is  the  in- 
tention that  this  clinical  practice  shall  be  as  much  like 
an  actual  dental  practice  as  possible.  The  development 
of  the  ability  to  obtain  and  hold  a  practice,  the  observance 
of  professional  courtesy  toward  patients — essential  to 
personal  success — is  regarded  equal  in  importance  to  the 
development  of  manipulative  ability. 

EQUIPMENT 

The  clinic  room,  sufficient  in  extent  to  accommodate 
the  great  clinic  and  the  offices  connected  with  it,  is  of  the 
best  design  of  construction,  consisting  of  a  single  room 
with  high  ceiling.  It  is  on  the  main  floor,  with  free  light 
on  three  sides.  Adjoining  the  operative  clinic  is  the 
prosthetic  clinic,  and  on  the  same  floor  is  the  Senior 
prosthetic  laboratory  for  crown  and  bridge  work,  the 
laboratory  for  porcelain  and  cast  metal  inlay  work,  an 
impression  room,  two  rooms  and  waiting-room  for  ex- 
tracting, and  a  room  devoted  to  radiographic  work. 
The  lecture  rooms,  four  in  number,  are  arranged  on  the 
amphitheatre  plan;  each  accommodates  from  150  to  400 
students.  Three  are  for  the  ordinary  class  lecture  work 
and  one  for  the  oral  surgery  clinic  which  has  a  waiting- 
room  for  surgical  patients,  a  room  for  diagnosis  and  the 
preparation  of  patients,  and  a  recovery  room  with  suf- 
ficient beds  for  the  temporary  care  of  patients.  Other 
rooms  are  the  technic  laboratories,  the  chemical  labora- 
tories, the  laboratory  for  histology,  bacteriology,  and 
pathology,  the  museum,  the  reading-room,  library,  and 
others. 

THE  LIBRARY  AND  READING-ROOM 

The  Library  is  furnished  with  reading-tables  and 
chairs  for  about  one  hundred  students.  It  contains  many 
volumes  of  books  on  dental  and  collateral  subjects;  a  fine 
supply  of  dictionaries  and  encyclopedias  conveniently 
placed  in  the  reading-room  for  easy  consultation;  and  a 
nearly  complete  list  of  the  dental  journals  that  have  been 
published  in  the  English  language.  The  books  most  used 
by  the  students  are  duplicated.  The  books  and  journals 
may  be  used  in  the  reading-room  without  restriction,  and 
when  the  duplication  of  volumes  will  allow,  they  may  be 
drawn  out  as  a  circulating  library. 
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The  Louisville  Central  Library  has  a  branch  office  in 
the  College  Library  for  the  convenience  of  dental  students 
and  their  families.

In  addition  to  the  private  homes  the  new  Y.  M.  C.  A. 
building  is  located  within  two  blocks  of  the  college;  be- 
sides offering  a  comfortable  and  reasonable  priced  home 
for  the  students,  it  gives  them  excellent  advantages  in  its 
reading-rooms,  libraries,  gymnasium  and  swimming  pool. 

BOOKS  AND  INSTRUMENTS 

Books  and  instruments  needed  by  students  in  their 
respective  classes,  a  list  of  which  will  be  furnished  on 
application,  can  best  be  purchased  after  entering  school. 

It  is  often  found  that  some  slight  changes  have  to  be 
made  in  these  requirements  at  a  late  date. 

Any  books  of  reference  in  the  possession  of  individual 
students  should  be  brought  with  them.
